De For purposes of comparison it should be borne in mind that the volume 
of building approvals is affected from month to month by the incidence of large pro= 
jects such as blocks of flats, hospitals, multi-storey office buildings, etc., and 
also by the administrative arrangements of local government and semi~governmental 
authorities. 


6-6 During the three months December 1961 to February 1962 the number of 
dwellings approved for private owners totalled 1,518, a decrease of 236 from the 
figure of 1,754 for the three months September to November, 1961, but 440 more than 
the 1,108 approved from December 1960 to February 1961. Value of other new buildings 
(Private and Government combined) approved during the period December 41961 to 
February 1962 was £5,484,000, which was £632,000 less than for the previous three 
months and £345,000 less than for the corresponding period in 4960-61. Value of 

all building approved during the three months December 1961 to February 1962 was 

£12, 394,000, a decrease of £3, 369,000 from the figure for the previous three months 
and £211,000 less than for the three months from December 1960 to February 19616
